The burnt buildings are situated close 
to the railroad, and the flames  ex- 
tended to the telegraph poles, which 
were burned down for a quarter of 
a mile.

The flames were first noticed by the 
crew of a freight train, which drew

Dense 
clouds of amoke belehed forth with 
the flamnes, until it was seen that all 
the budldings were speedily doomed.

Un- 
fortunately there was no water with 
which to cheek the progress of the

MAN WHO HAS GAINED NOTOR. 
1ETY IN A VERY SHORT TIME. 


Wit and Man of Letters Not to Know 
Something of Whom Is a Roflec- 
tion on Ona's Capacity for Keep. 
Ing Up With the Times—Regarded 
as Genius by Some, as an Arrant 
Charlatan by Others, 


George Bernard Shaw is one of the 
most thoroughly exploited men of the 
day, and it is a reflection on one's 
capacity for keeping up with the times 
not to know something of him, One 
of the most interesting things about 
him is the method by which he has 
achieved so great notoriety in so short 
a time, 

Of course there are various well au- 
thenticated ways of doing it. Homi- 
cide and the long and elaborate inter- 
mezzo between the act itself and ad- 
ministration of retributive justice af- 
ford a certain and rather popular 
means of securing publicity. Suicide 
is equally potent, but it has one capi- 
tal drawback—he who is moet concern- 
ed is debarred from the full enjoy- 
ment of the sensation. Happily for 
the born egotist, there are abundant 
other less extreme resources. If he is 
clever enough, he is pretty likely to 
find a vehicle suitable to his purpose,

Shaw has found that medium. By 
means of it he has attracted the at- 
tention of the English speaking 
world, There are those who believe 
him to be the nearest approach to 
genius of the time, There are others, 
plenty of them, who regard him as an 
arrant charlatan. Fortunately for Mr. 
Shaw both views are valuable, and 
almost equally so, in obtaining for 
him that which he seeks so palpably. 

Kgotiam has an unpleasant sound, 
but it really isn’t #0 always, It is only 
intolerable in the ignorant and vulgar. 
Tn the hands of the capable and clever 
it may be made Sereaamy enjoyable 
and even profitable, The ogotiam of 
George Bernard Shaw is transcendent 
and all pecveaine. but it is never 
commonplace, It is the inspiration 
of a man possessed of a surfeit of 
cleverness and an unquenchable de- 
sire to exploit it, 

A tew years ago, when Mr. Shaw 
was just beginning to attract atten- 
tion, it occurred to him that it would 
bo a novel thing to define himself pre- 
cisely as if the word “Bhaw” were a 
common noun in ite correct alpha- 
betical position in the dictionary. 
This was the outcome: “A bachelor, 
an Irishman, & vegetarian, an athe- 
iat, a twototaler, a fanatic, a humor 
int, a fluent liar, a social democrat, a 
lecturer and debater, a lover of music, 
& flerce opponent of the present sta- 
tus of women and an insister on the 
serious in art.” 

It might have been a good defini- 
tion for Shaw as he understood him- 
self at the time, but it would be wide 
ct the mark at present, It would have 
t) be expanded in some directions 
and curtailed in others. Since then 
hy has become a Benedict, @ success 
ful playwright and a man of affairs, 
“the victim of a bank account,” ae 
he asserts sry 3 

Shaw was born in Dublin 60 years 
ago. He does not seem inclined to 
speak of his early life except to deny 
Peart everything that has been said 
of it by others. He admits that he 
made up his mind at a very early 
age to earn his living by the pen and 
that nine years’ effort brought him 
about $30, most of it a prise for a 
patent medicine advertisement, At

He was at that time the author of 
no less than five novels, no one of 
which had ever seen the light, He 
took a humble lodging, his Irish plaus- 
ibility enabling him to secure a week's 
credit, and proceeded to let loose the 
“torrent of ideas that was seethir 
within.” Armed with a pocketful 
sketches, g made « tour of the news: 
paper of 4 without lodging a sheet, 
At one of them, however, he was giv: 
en to understand that his work would 


receive consideration if the conditions| Fre 


were fulfilled, 

The young Irishman took the hint 
and after making a study of the “pol- 
ley” of the paper submitted another 
batch of ake . One of them was 
accepted, and the overjoyed author 
was the richer by a crown, It was 
the entering wedge, and it gave him 
a foothold, In the course of time he 
found favor in other literary quartera 
and established a “connection” which, 
precarious as it was, made living a 

ibility to one of his abstemious 
abita, 

Even at this early period of his 


career he was an ardent woneierian 
and had un to indulge in little af- 
fectations that se! to mark him as 


an “original,” In matters of dress he 
ase the widest latitude. That any 


rment was fashioned in the prevail- 
ng style was sufficient to obtain his 
condemnation for it, Starched linen 
and polished boots were as obnoxious 
to as is the chimney ‘pot hat in 
Whitechapel, He went about in the 
garb of a workman out of employment, 
wearing coarse flannel shirts with 
wide, rolling collars and a slouch hat 
that overtopped a bushy head of hair 
and a lean face decorated with red 
whiskers, 

Buch Was Goarge Bernard Shaw in 
those early days, There was, perhaps, 
not another man in London who could 
flourish on so small a capital, His 
phvelral raouiravceanta were en taw 


fiat they occasioned him no worry, 
and all of his effort could be directed 
toward the business of making him- 
self known. He was absolutely with- 
out any of the trivial vices of men of 
his kind—tobaceo, he maintained, 
was Satan's most potent ally, and the 
use of flesh was distinctively canni- 
balistic. 

He was an extreme Socialist. That 
enabled him to mount a box in Hyde 
Park on Sundays and holidays and 
harangue the crowd. His unkempt 
appearance and his extravagant lan- 
guage attracted considerable atten- 
tion, and the more the better—for 
George Bernard Shaw. He thus be- 
came an easy speaker and later on 
began to deliver lectures on a variety 
of subjects whenever and wherever 
he could secure a hearing. 

This was his life for 22 years. At 
the end of that period he really had 
little to show for all his effort. He 
had achieved a certain amount of 
popularity, no doubt, but it was of 
the kind that is least of all satiafy- 
ing to its owner. He had created a 
market for his literary wares and had 
become the mouthpiece of those who 
make it their crowning virtue to de- 
ery modern ways of doing. His apos- 
tolate was not of his own — 
but was composed of those of 
classes who see no merit in things as 
they exist. Himself a man of wit and 
creative talent, he must have despis- 
ed the puny logie of those who pro- 
feased to be his disciples. 

At the age of 42, and for the first 
time on record, Shaw lapsed into con- 
ventionality and was legally wedded 
to a woman who knew him and his 
ways and was prepared to cope with 
them. He had spent 20 years of his 
life in inveighing against matrimony 
as it is practiced by civilized man- 
kind, and the news of his Darby and 

oan marriage came like a shock to 
those who had enrolled themselves 
aa his followers, Dire consequences 
were predicted, but they have not 
come, On the contrary, there is every 
indication that marriage has do. « 
great thi for the eccentric and 
would be iconoclastic Irishman. The 
eight years of his married life have 
brought him greater prosperity than 
he had ever known, and domesticity 
has added greatly to his popularity. 
His literary output has not become 
markedly less erratic, but ite market 
value has expanded oeey: 

The Shawa live at the top of a big 
old-fashioned house which atands onl 
a few hundred yards from the bustl- 
ing Strand. The building dates back 
to the French revolution, and there 
ia nothing modern looking about its 
exterior. 

Mra, Shaw is a pleasant-faced mat- 
ron, with a constant and highly s«pe- 
cialized knack of bearing the burden 
of the conversation when her husband 
is present. Shaw himself is a tall, 
thin man, straight in body and quick 
of movement. He weara a red beard, 
straggling and flecked with white and 
has big and very white teeth, which 
are quite prominent. He is no longer 
conspicuously unconventional in his 
attire, but atill retains certain pecul- 
larities of droas.

{1le ‘That May Be Cared Without 
Calling the Veterinary. 

The farmer is often a better vetert- 

nary than the advertised expert simply 

because he studies cows. We are to- 


| day striving to get great milk records 


and then are continually asking, “What 
1s the matter with my cow?” Unfortu- 
hately whenever we develop ofe part 
of the body abnormally we do it at the 
expense of some other. We must be 
content with a little less milk in order 
to have a healthy cow. 
Inflammation of Udder. 

A gargety condition prevails in many 
herds. Some cows are subject to this 
disease, caused by a swinging udder, 
Blood in the milk is not always a sig 
of disease. A little injury causes In- 
flammation and makes the trouble, but 
it Is soon over. Hot water may be used, 
An wdder syringe to wash out the 
inside of the udder should be kept by 
every farmer, Then when a cow be 
gins to give stringy milk the udder can 
be cleaned and garget prevented. It 
would save many a veterinary bill, In- 
flammation of the udder means garget. 
Milk fever comes from this cause. You 
should have the syringes and devices 
to treat the cow yourselves, 

About two weeks before the birth of 
4 calf reduce her rations and give her 
some epsom salts. It will prevent 
many a diseased cow, especially if she 
is a great milker, An alr syringe is a 
necessity. The veterinary cannot al- 
ways protect you. You should be pre 
pared to treat sudden cases of milk fe- 
ver yourself, 

Treating Cowpoxn. 

Cowpox is but an eruptive fever 
which a solution of carbolic acid will 
reduce. Take ten ports of raw lin 
seed oil and with it mix one part car- 
bolic acid and you will have a germi- 
cide that is Invaluable, The germ Is in 
the end of the teat, where there are 
warmth and moisture. This will work 
up and finally destroy the udder, This 
can be warded off if taken in time. 
When your cow kicks at milking, don't 
kick her, but put on your spectacles 
and look for a little blister In the end 
of the teat, That is the germ. Now 
put a little of the oll above the blister, 
and the germ cannot travel over it into 
thd udder. It is the unseen things that 
are the dangerous things in this world, 
Always wash your hands before milk- 


seated and the teat bardened it 
Inte to cure. 
Use of Milk Tubes. 

Milk tubes are useful, but they should 
not be too long. If you Insert a long 
tube Into the sensitive udder glands it 
enuses Injury. The tube should be dis. 
Infected In boiling water before Insert 
ed Into the teat, 

Carbolic acid ta also good to destroy 
the abortion germs or at least prevent 
thelr multiplication—twentyive drops 
in the feed continued for two or three 
weeks, and then drop a week or two 
and continue again, A little learning 
along these lines will save many a val 
uable cow.—Dr, C, D, Smead, Logan, 
N, ¥. 


Treat the Cow Kindly, 

A dairy cow ts extremely sensitive to 
extremes of cold or heat. To do her 
best she must be kept comfortable, 
Food, shelter and care are as essential 
to her as to a babe, She can do with. 
out either only at a loas of production, 
A varlety of food, fresh alr, sunlight, 
pure water not too cold and no undue 
excitement are requirements not to be 
neglected. Avold yelling at or striking 
a cow, Do not allow dogs to chase 
them or even go about them, as their 
presence almost invariably excites 
them, and excitement must be avoided. 
Treat the dairy cow kindly. Then If 
she does not respond to such treatment 
she ls not the sort of cow to own,

Chicago, Aug. 6.—Western rail 
oads on Saturday concluded ar- 
rdfigements for making a misimum 


passenger rate in their territories of 
two cents q mile It was decided to 
discontinue all party rates in the 
territory between Chicago and the 
pacific coast as soon as they legally 
can be cancelled Clergymen's half
